The King’s Mountain Baptist Associa- 
tion met this day, oo it’s Sixteenth An* 
niversary. with Thesalonica Chubch, 

Catawba Vounty, N. C. 

The introductory sermon was deliver- 
ed by Elder J. H. Yarboro, from the 
29th verse of the 5th chapter of 2nd 
Kings. 

After prayer by Elder R* Ponton, took 
a recess of an hour for refreshments ; 
after which the Delegates assembled in 
the house, and Elder C. B. Justice led 
in prayer, before proceeding to organizo 
the body, Elder R. Poston, former Mod- 
erator, called the body to order and 
nominated Elders L, M. Berry and G.

Monday, September 16th, 1867* 
The Association met according to ad* 
journmont. Prayer by Elder A- A- Me. 
Swain. Called the roll of Delegates ; 
a quorum being present, absentees we.e 
excused and the bod} r j roceeded to bus- 
iness. 

1st. Callod for reports of committees, 
when the Committee on Sabbath Schools 

reported. (See letter E.) 

2nd. The Committee on Queries and 
Petitions reported. (See letter F*) 

3rd- Called for and read letters of 
Correspondence to bister Associations, 
which were approved, and signed by the 
Moderator and Clerk. 

Brother E, J. Lovelace introduced the 
following resolution which was adopted : 
Resolved, That we believe singing to 
be an important p^rt of public worship, 


and for the sake of conrcnianco, as well 
as uniformity in our churches, wo recom- 
mend the use of the “Baptist Psalmody" 
as an excellent collection of Ilvmns Lr 
public and social use. 

Upon the subject of Missions Elder 
R. Poston introduced tho lollowing pre- 
amble and resolution, viz : 

WhebJeas, the work of Missions has 
boon suspended for a time/ owing to the 
desolated condition of our country, 

Resolved, Thai we advise our church- 
es, composing this Association, to take 
this supject into censideration, and send 
up their free-will offerings for that pur- 
pose to the next Session ot this body. 

On motion, Resolved, That tho Clerk 
have as many copies of Minutes printed 
as the money on hand will pay &r, after 
retaining ten dollars for his services, in 
superintending the printing of the Min- 
utes aud distributing them among tho 
churches. 

Voted a resolution of thanks to the 
Brethren and friends io the vicinity cf 
The alonica Church, for their hospitality 
in entertaining tho Association during 
its session. 

The next Session of this body will con- 
vene with tho church at Mount Paran, 
twelve miles south. eapt of Shelby, N* 
(L, (near Whitaker's Mountain,) on FiL 
day before the 3rd Sunday in September, 
1868. 

After tho Journal of proceedings way 
road and approved by tho body, a hymn 
was sung, and the right hand of fellovW- 
ship taken, Elder E. A Pooled in prayer, 
the Association adjourned.

Dbaui.y Beloved Brethren; 

In compliance to an act of the last 
real’s Council, wo address you a short 
Circular upon thejmbject of Temperance. 

In writing upon a subject that has em- 
ployed, both the talent and the pen, of 
so many wise and good nvea, we are at a 
nonplus, not knowing how to present it 
in any new light, or add new interests, 
font perhaps we can stir up your pure 
minds, by way of rememberance. Tem- 
petance, in a scriptural sense, is a prin- 
ciple that acts upon the passions, and so 
.controls them as to keep them in Bub- 
jectioa to the laws of moderation and 
prudence, and by which we are enabled 
to abstain from atl things pernicious, and 
tto use in moderation, all things lawful 
and expedient; in doing of whiob, it 
act* in such a dose connection with the 
other Christian graces that the apostle 
Peter would have those who had escaped 
the corruption, .hat is in the world, 
through lusts, to add it, (in common with 
the other graces,) to their faith, when 
be says, “And beside this, giving all dili- 
gence, add to your faith virtue, and to 
tomperauco patience, and to p^tienco 
godliness, and to godliness brotheily 
kindness, and to brotherly kindness 
charity,” these all being so dependant, 
'ono upon the other, that no one of them 
oan havo its perfect work without the 
othere, and as faith sweetly works by 
1 ove, and purifies the heart, so temper' 3 
ance gently works by moderation, and 


prudence, and governs the passions, and 
as faith operated upon the mind, r ren- 
ovating our natures, so temperate acts 
upon the passions in regulating our ac- 
tions-a The observance of vemperaace 
is one of the works o: which James • 

speaks when he savs, '‘Show me thy 
faith without thy works, and I will show 
themyfai'b by my works,” again, “As 
the body without the spirit is dead, so 
faith without works is dead, ’ also, while 
it is the business of faith to control the 
outw..rd man, and we are not to be judg- 
ed according our faith, but according to 
our works, therefore, it is by works that* 
faith is made perfect. Temperance is 
both a principle and a virtue for while 
Peter speaks of it as a principle, Paul 
speaks of it as a virtue, and as one . of 
the fruit s of the spirit, for he, after point- 
ing out to the brethren at Galatia, th* 
manifest works of the ffesh, such as em- 
ulations, strife, hatred, murders, drunk- 
enness and suoh like deeds of unbridled 
sensual indulgences, adds, that they 
that do such things, shall not inherit tho 
kingdom of heaven, but the fruits of the 

spirit is love, jov, peace, long-suffering, 
gentleness, goodness, faith, meekness, 
temperance, and says, against suoh holy 
disposi dons there is no law; hcnco a» a 
principle, it acts upon the passions, and 
produces moderation and prudence, Ab 
a virtue, it is the effect of an action made 
upon tho passions by moderation and 
prudence, and is tantamount to ooeiety. 
Having thus in a few words defended thU 
oomnlox term, we would say, we should 
rot havo such contracted views of tem- 
perance as to think it respect the appetite 
only; we are striving for tbs Kwiery 
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©▼«i all our lensufti propensities, and 

they sfay obtain an incorruptible crown.

proves the Pharisees for their intemper- 
ance and hypocracy and said, “Woe un* 
to you, Scribes and 'Pharisees.hypocrites, 
Idi* ye pay tithes of mint, and anise, and 
. cummin, and have omitted the weightier 
matters of law, judgment, mercy and 
faith, these ought ye to have done, and 
not to leave the other undone; ye blind 
guides, which strain at a gnat aud swal- 
low * camel, ye make clean the outside 
•of the cup and i,k vicr,. but within they 
are full of extortion and excess ” The 
apostle Paul would recommend this prin- 
cipal to Titus, when he said; “But 
•apeak; thou the things that become sound 
doctrine, that, the aged men be sober, 
grave, temp: rate ; likcwieo, cohort the 
young men to be sober minded, for the 
grace of Ged that brlngeth salvation, 
•hath appeared to all mon, teaching us 
jthat denying ungodly and worldly lusts 
we should live soberly, • righteously, and 
. and godly, in this present world.” The 
apostle Peter insists upon the practice 
of tfiis virtue, saying for the time past 
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ef our lifimay *uffieeca to bars wrought 
the will of the Gentiles, when we walk* 
cd in laciviousness, lusts, excess of wine, 

rovcllings, banquotings, and abominable

idolatries ; and again, ho says, '‘Dearly 

beloved, I beseech you as strangers and

pilgrim's, abstain from fleshly, lusts, 
which wai against the soul.” Wo ara 
also admonished, in the exercise of pru- 
donee, to abstain from all appearance of 
evil, and to let our moderation be known 
unto all men. Many other scriptures 
might be adduced to sustain this princi- 
ple, but we ’deem it unnecessary, afld 
would now urge the necessity of the ob : 
Advance of this principle upon all men,* 
and especially the young, as a safeguard 
against the baneful influences of turbo, 
lent passions, it is both the orn&mnt 
• an d the defence of the chriatjan. and in 
requisite in every situation and in every 
enterprise, and upon all oc asions; with- 
out it, we are exposed to all the mercy 
less waves of intemperance, without an 

anchor. £Let us, therefore, <; u. c e this
